CLUB LIFE IN LONDON.

Old and New Clubs—Thelr Origin and
Fecalinrities — Anchont Collve-Houses
and Carjons Signs,

John Timbe has fust published, in Lendon, a
tketchy aud pleassnt boek, entitled ““Club Life
in London, with Anecdotes of the Clubs, Coffee
Houses, nnd Taverns of the Metropolis during
the 17th, 18th, and 10th Centuries.” The frst
volume containg notices of a hundred London
clube and thelr most famous members, and the
second has a varlety of miscelluneous gossip
about London coffee-houses and London taverns.

Mr, Timbs beging by controverting Carlyle's
specalation that the word clubis a relic, “ina
singularly dwindled condition,” of the vow or
gelubde of the chayalrous societies commeon six or
seven hundred years ago, The Templars, Hos-
pitallers, sand others pever ealled their orders
clubs; and the noun is held to be derived from
the old verb “to club,” that is, to jomn in part
nershiip for anything. The word club in its
social senke colneides in its spelling only by an'
accident with the quite different word club, that
means a bludgeon or a cudeel, The two words
are of a aillerentorigin.  Tha social idea of club-
bing, applied to the divislon of an expense
smone several persons—as when Steele wrote in
the Talier, “We wers resolved to club for s
coach"—is from the Anglo-Baxon eleofan, Lo
cleave or divide. It was apolied in that ¢onse
to social meetings st which men clubbed to-
gether their several shares to produce some
common result.

OoDD NAMES,

The fanciful cluba described in the Spectator
werc hardly beyond the truth. There were the
Beefsteuk Club and the Octeber Club, where,
nﬂs Bwiit, “above a hundred Parllament men
who drink October beer meei to consult affuirs,
and dilve thiongs on to extremes against the
whigs;" the Saturday Club, of which Swift was
a member, although he grumbled at the number
of itz mambers und the weakness of its wit, and
the Brothers’ Club, of which he himsell was the

founder. *“We take in none,’ he sald, “but men
gle\\'il and men of interest, and if we go on as we
be worth

‘mn. no other club in this town wil
talking of.” The Brothers' was broken up in
1714, to be followed by the Beriblerus Clab, also
founded by Swilt, with Oxford aud St. Johna,
Arbuthuet, Pope, and Guy for membders.

THE OLDRST CLUD IN ENOLAND,

The Royal Sociely Club is the oldest nowin ex
istence in BEugland, It origianted with Dr, Hal-
ey, who “‘used to come on a Tuesday, (rom
Greenwieh, the Royal Observatery, to Chlld's
Coflee-house, where literary people met for con-
versation.” The talk lasted so long thut tney
were often treubled where to get their dinner.
At last they arrunged, nccording te the old let-
ter-writer quoted by Mr. Timbs, *“to go 0 a
Bouse in Desn'’s court, between an ale-house and
a tavern, where there wils agroat draneht eof
porter, it was kept by one Reynell, It was
agreed that cne of the company should go and
buy fish in Newgate strect, huving tirst informed
kimsell bow many meant to stay and dine. The
ordinary and liquor usually came to hall-a-crown,
and the dinoer only con-isted of fish snd pud-
duli. Dr. Halley mever ate anything but fish,
for he had no reeth.,” That was in 1731, Belore
long Reynell took the King's Arms, in 8t, Pavl's
Churchyard. Dr, Halley and his friends went
with Bim, “and thev began to have a llttle
meat,” On Halley's death ke triends remo ve |
to the Mitre, 10 Fleet strect, and thery, in 1741,
established the Club of Royal Philosophers.
Fifty years later the name was changed (o the
Royel’ HBoclety Clup, and as such, i various
houses, it has flourished to this day,

GAMBLING AT WHITE'S A CENTURY AGO,

Arthur's and White's, origloally coffec-heuses,
became famous as clubs about the middle of the
eighteenth century. Boodle's was founded about
1773, and Brooke's in 1778, All were great
gumwing places, and fumons as the resort of Fox
aud Sheridun, Beiwyn, Garrick, and others of
that time, about whom Mr, Timbe collects a
pumber of curious anecdotes,

Thers was heavior gumbliog al White's thap
at Brooke's, Mr, Timbs says: —

*‘At White's, the least ditterence of opinion In-
variably ended in u het, and & book for entering
the particulurs of 41l bets was alwuys laid upon
the table; one of theve, with engries ol a dale as
encly as 1744, Mr. Oonn‘ogham tells us, had
been preserved. A book tor eutering bets 1s
atill Imd on the table,

“In these botting books &re 1o ba fonnd bets
on bitthe, deaths, and warriages; the longth of
a life, or the durstion of & mundstry; the place
mun's prospéct of a coroaot; on the shook ol an
earthquake: or the lust scandal at Ranelazh, or
Madume Cornelys., A mao dropped down &t
the door of White's; he wus curried into the
house, Was he dead or not? The odds ware
immediately giveu and takeén for and asalnst.
It was proposed 10 blced bhim, Those who bhay
taken the odds the man wes dead, protested
that the use of & lancet wonld affect the fairness
ol the bet,

“Waloole gives som* of thede narratives as
good fores ‘made on White's.' A paison ¢orm-
ing into the club on the morning of the earth
‘E unke of 1750, and heuring bets whether ths

k was caused by an eartLquake, or the

blowlpg up of powdor millE, went away in hor
ror, protesting they were such an lmous se
that he bebeved If the ingt tromp were Lo sound
they would bet puppet-sow against judgment,
Gilly Williames wriies to Helwyn, 1484, ‘Lord
Dighy ¢ soon to be married to Miss Fielding.!
Thousands might have bean won in this house
(White's), on his lordship nof kdowing that
auch & belng existed.

A picture of the colfee-house hile of Eneland s
century and a hall' since is given in the well
known “Journey through England” in 1714, thus
quoted by Mr, Timbe:—

“I am lodged,” sayvs the tonrist, *‘in the sireet
called Pall Mull, the ordinary residence of all
strangers, becanse ol is vicinity to the Queen's
Falace, the Park, the Parllament Housze, the
theatres, and the chodolate and coffee houses
where the best company frequent. It you would
know our manner ol living, 'tis thus: —We rise
by niue, and those tnat frequent grest men's
levees find entertninment at them till eleven, o,
85 in Holland, go to tea-tables; about twaelve the
beau monde assemble In several coffee or choce.
late houses; the best of which are the Cocoa
Tree and White's chocolate houses, 8L, James’,
the Bmyrna, Mrs. Rochlford's and the British
coffee-houses; and all these 8o near one another
that in less than an hour you see the company
of them all, Weare curried to these places in
chairs (or sedans), which are here very cheap
o guinea a week, or a shilling per hour, and
your chalrmen gerve you for porters to run on
errands, as your gondoliers do st Venice,

*1f it be fine weather, we take a turn inte the
Park till two, when we go to dinger; and if it
be dirty, you are entertained at pi uet or basset
at Woite's, or you may talk politics at the
Smyrna or 8t. James. | must not lorget to tell
you that the parties have their different places,
where, bowever, & stranger is always well re-

“The Scots go generally to the British, and a
mixture of all sorts to the Bmyrna. (There are
other little coffee-honses much frequented in
this neighborhood—Young Muan's for officers,
Old Man's for stock-jobbers, paymasters and cour-
tiers, and Little Man's for sharpers. 1 never was
s confounded in my life as when 1 entered into
this last; I saw two or three tables full at furo,
heard the box and dice ratiling in the room
whove stairs, and waus surrounded by a set of
sharp faces, that ¥ wus afraid would have de
vuired me with thedr eyes, I wuas glad to drop
two or three hall-crowns at faro to get off wit
a clear ékin, and I was overjoyed to getrid ol
them. .

“Av two, we geucrally ge to dinner; ordi-
narles are not go common here ns abroad, yet
the French have set up two er three pood ones
for the convenience of forcigners in Suoffolk
#treet, where one Is tolerably well served; but
the general way bhole is to make a party at the
coflee-house to go to dine at the tavern, there
wesit il fix, when we go to the play; except
you @irg jnvited te the table ofsome great mun,
which angers are always courted to, and
nobly entertained.”

“Refore the Great Fire of Lendon in 1668,
almoet all the liverics of the great feudal lords
were preserved at these houses of publie
Many of their keruldic signs were then unforfu-
nmrfy lost; but the Bear ond Ragged Staff, the
ecnsign of the famea Warwick, still exists as n
glgn; while the Star of the Lords of Oxford, the
hrlllsuucy of which decided the tute of the battle
of Barper; the Lion of Norfolk, which shons so
congpieuously on Bosworth Fleld; the Ban of the
ill.omened house of York, togethe: with the Red
and White Rose, either simply or conjointly,
carry \he historiun and the antiquary back to a
distant period, although now disguised In the
gaudy coloring of a frashly painted sign-board,
